RETAIL TURNOVER 


The number of employed persons, in seasonally adjusted terms, for Victoria in October 
1997 was 2.1 million. This figure represented an increase for the second consecutive 
month. For Australia, the number of ernployed persons, in seasonally adjusted terms, in 
October 1997 was 8.5 million, a slight decrease from the previous month. The number of 


employed persons in Victoria accounted for 24.9% of the Australian total. 
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The trend estimate of retail turnover for Vietoria in Occober 1997 was $2.603.1 million. 
This figure cantinued the monthly increase. For Australia, the trend cstimate of retail 
tumover in October 1997 was $11,210.5 million, representing a continued increase since 
October 1996. The trend estimate of retail turnover for Victaria accounted for 23.2% of 


the Australian total.
